Tka agant 
says: 

Tba owners af slaves have already held 

that they had ab^oliite power over ibem. 
and tliiiuglit as little of killing one oi' them 
as liicy would n d. g. They beat and ■■Ihi veil 
them as the iiomhI possessed, and. in short, 
«' ted ti'wanl them us slave drivers gen- 
emllydo. t'on-e |ueiitly they seemed tin- 
a'lle to comprehemi why I took so iniich in- 
terest in a (lead slave, or why I should 
bother my heiid about such a trifle. 1 
learned Trom Francisco Cnnitain tliat the 
eoiirt fkmily of the murdared boy and 
five other persons, wera held as slaves : that 
the original slaves were two Moi|ui girls 
who «ere Isiupht tor corn four gi'iieratioiis 
aijo: that all their ilesceiidants were con- 
sidered slaves, and po treated, all of which 
he eonsiclere.t a pei lecily mituiiil tiling to 
do. 

Some time atro the father of the ir.iir- 
dered boy iis^eiied hi- l iniii to befice. The 
killing of the boy was liiuugbt to be the 
right thing to ramiiid htm of bis depend- 
ent eondition. Knowing tha tedions. ax- 
pansiva and uace t in process of procure 
ing a caoTietion under our laws, eapecially 
in tba Territorial courts, the diffieulty in 
procuring » itnes-c", et. ., I lieterinined to 
at least secure the liWrniiion of all the re- 
maining slaves, aii'l ileiiiiiioli'd tliut ii 1 
those now amongst the Indians, who are 
hel l in bondage, should be set free.

Agaat Biordaa, aoeordlag to tha rapoit^ 
laalstad that all of tha alavaa aboultl U 
fVead, and tbe Indians finally acceded to 
bis demand. He estimates that there are 
aliout 300 (lersons held in slavery by this 
tribe, some of whom are war captives, 
wliile others are the results of trades or 
purchases. The descendants of these, he 
says, are always considered slaves. The 
Indian Bureau has approved the stand 
tahan by Riordan. and will render him 
avarj asaiatanoa poeaibla in earrying out 
Ua plana.

SMOKE CONSUMPTION. 



A raonil VniNttontsNl llovloo. 
WASHiiiaToii, May 17. — Neeessity is said 

to have been a luatuniiil relation 'to in- 
vention, but an exception to this rule is 
noted in the fbet that a gantlaman resld* 
ing in Washington, where the sight ol 
black amoke is a novelty, has invented a 
system of smoka consuming which, for 

its simpUeilj and aflectivene^s, tuenis 
likely to meet with general favor. As it 
is not patented I give a description of it for 
tba banafil of your city, which needs 
it. Tha plan is simply to convey the ex- 
haust ataam flrom the engine in all large 
aatablisbments where the engina IstUMO, 
to the oLiiuney, forcing it in tha Ibna of 
spray diagonally upward and across tha 
chimney. This is accomplished by a per- 
forated pipe running round the inside of 
the ohiijinuy, with the perforators so set as 
to throw the spray uuward to a common 
center. This sheet of spray, with which 
the smoke constantly oomaa In oontaet, it is 
said, causes the carbon and other matter 
arising from imparfbot aoaibustioa to fall 
back into tka Ainiaa% where U ia eon- 
sumad, only a aolarlaas na Bnally esoapiag 
from tha month of tha ahimnay. Tha sys- 
tem, it is claimed, alto aids in regulating 
the draught of the furnace, and provesja fbel 
savor aa well as 'a smoke consumer. As 
the eslablishmonts which ars provided with 
steam engines are practically he smoke 
producers it would appear that this simple 
plan may prove really valuabla, both as a 
smoka oonsuasr aad a fUal savw.

fill Devastation. 

CoN.MBRsviLLE, Ino., May 17. — A corre- 
apondent visitad tha path of the ler. 
rific o\ clone which swept thtoii;:!) 
the noMtiern part of this county .M<>iiday 
avoaiag about 6 o'clock. A tarribia hail. 
st<irm prevai'.ed for at>out fifteen minutes, 
after which the first signs of a cyclone 
wara viaiMa. As tha atora anhaidad per- 
sons who were in position to view saw liie 
formation of a cyclone in the West. At 
trat it appeared lika assail apirala of 

etnoke. two in number, which grailnslly 
approached and blended. A funnel-shaped 
ckNid iaiBiedlaloly innaed aad roaa into 

the lieHVPii-' until joincil with other cloud-. 
Tbe body grew larger aud larger, and ap- 
peared 10 be ia great aoBaMtioa. It , passed 
rapidly East, and Its patk was about 
eight rods wide. 

Honses were Uowb dowa, bams un- 
roofed, trees and fences were blown down, 

and in fact everything iu its course was 
demolished. It passed through the small 
town of Waterloo, about lour miles north uf 
here, completely demolishing the little 
village. The large iron bridge at this 
place, lately erected over Whitewater 
river by the county at an expense of Ii4u,. 
UOO, was picked up fW)m ita founda- 
tion and hurled to the bed of the 
river below. Also a large wooden 
bridge oyer ,» .-mull stream WAS 
pioLed up 1111(1 I nrrie.l away. Luckily in 
our entile diive o\er its co,cr,-o not a man, 
Woman or child uas killed or injured. 
Stock also e-caped. 

Nasiivillk, May 10. — i'articulars are 
just received of the cyclone which wipea 
out tbe mining town of Kmpire, Ky., Mon- 
day evening. A large general atore, kept 
by t he coal company, waa swept away an- 
tirely, not B plank OT a atone being left. 
The goods were scattered in the woods in 
every direction. Hardly a house in the 
place remains. Trees of the largest sizpd 
were uprooted aud carried some distance. 
Seven trees were lodged across the railroad 
track. The"entiro tswn was swept away 
in a twinkling^ leaving only one small 
bouse Standing. Tha destruction was com- 
plete; trees and ihnces were lifted fiuin 
their places and carried several hundrod 
yarda. 

As soon as tba storm abated the panle- 
alricken people began to arawl cut from 
the wreck and ruins of thair houses, and 
a scene of fitarAil desolation met their 
startled gaze. All around them were the 
dismantled booses and household goods 



bars were pinioned woiuen and childien. 
some dead, others dyLn;-. Two men an<i a 
loy were kiUel oiilii;'ht. a wi.nim, an. I 
child Inially injured, and a greni many 
|ie pple severely hurt, but not ilHii|;eroiisly. 

The de.struclion at F.mpire is fearful and 
complete; it was a place of about 400 ia- 
babitanto, mpstly colliers and their fb». 
illaa. The distrasa will be great.
